The man with a honk-honk ear iiow 
inakes trips from sea to sea nd these boards are ex- 
tremely useful for finding the way. Another great as- 
sistance are the road maps that are sold in great quan- 
tities now. 


Some years ago it was a common sight to see the olrt 


sign board, the relic of the days of cross country travel- 
ing, pointing the wrong way or the inscription almost 
obliterated. Now the automobile associations and the 
good roads organizations are changing this. Perman- 
ent o-uide posts are being erected to take the place of 
the old pieces of shingles that formerly served to guide 
the traveler. 
On these new guide boards all the nec- 


essary data is placed that will help the trveler on his 
way. The name of the road, the nearest town and the 
distance from the post to that town and sometimes even 
more complete information is placed on them. 


These boards are of great assistance to the auto 


men and together with the road maps they are able to 
travel from place to place without fear of being lost by 
the wayside.
